Pope Declares Soviet Union 


Persecutes Ruthenian Catholics

Vatican City, Jan. 21—(Special)—His Holiness Pope Pins XII, 
in a special Encyclical commemorating the 350th anniversary of the 
reunion of the Ruthenian Church with the Holy See flatly accused 
Russia of persecuting Catholics in the Western Ukcuine. 


Pope Pius declared that the Soviet is persecuting the faithful 
and arresting “all bishops and very many priests, and prehibiting 
everyone from assuming direction of the faithful” in that area, 

The Pontiff also took occasion to lament the fact that Putriarch 
Alexis, head of the State-controlled Russian Or hodox Church, 
incited the Ruthenian faithful to defection from the Catholic 
Church. 


In deploring “wounds” inflicted by the persecutors the Holy 
Father expressed deep disappointment at the Soviet contraction 
of religious freedom, “especially because the Church «lways incited 
its adherents to loyalty toward legitimate civil authorities.” 


The Ruthenians number about 22,000,000 in Western Russia, 
Poland and Hungary. Their name dates from the time of Charle- 
magne, and they claim to be the original Russians. The majority 
of them are now Uniates who, having become estrar ed from Rome 
during the Eastern Schism, were reunited in 15% under Pope 


Clement VIII. Ruthenians in the United States number about

Twenty-five Years 
Of Uncontrot Celebrated 


The country witnessed a strange 
jubilee last week—the silver jubilee 
of uncontrol. Word has it that on 
January 22-23 the old Birth Con- 
trol Federation of America, which 
has more recently been parading 
under the banner and name of the 
Planned Parenthood Federation of 
America, held its twenty-fifth an- 
nual meeting and banquet. What a 
jubilee to celebrate in a civilized 
land! It suggests the idea of a 
feast at a wake, the celebrating of 
the moral murder of a people. 


Surely in all history no such 
damaging movement has ever been 
witnessed as that which was cele- 
brated with banquet and all the 
trimmings in the Waldorf’ Astoria.

Effective Work 


And how effectively the work has 
been done!

And what a host of im- 
moralities make up its following. 
Promiscuity made rampant—even 
mere youths in great numbers de- 
moralized. The infanticide or child- 
murder of our day—abortion— 
made commonplace. Hideous so- 
cial diseases spread far and wide 
in spite of all scientific efforts to 
stem them. And then we express 
surprise at our world scandal of 
juvenile delinquency, at our par- 
ental irresponsibility, our moun- 
tain-high and ever-mounting stack 
of disorganized and disintegrated 
American homes! 

How incredibly far matters have 
gone might in some measure be 
judged from the following line by 
Kate Frankenthal: “Salvation in 
the Problem of maintaining popu- 
lations can only come from the un- 
married mother.” Legitimate 
births have been so far stifled that 
only illegitimacy can save the life 
of nations. That is the obvious 
meaning of her words.

ILAIRE BELLOC, probably the greatest living historian, has 
written a book entitled How the Reformation Happened. In 
the Introduction to this work, Mr. Belloc observes that most 
historians dealing with the Reformation must present a biased 
view because their authors “had no intimacy with the Catholic 
Church,” which is the precise thing which is supposed to have 
been “reformed.” He writes: “The world upon which the Reforma- 
tion fell, and which it, in part, destroyed, was the creation of 
the Catholic Church, acting as a leaven for 1500, and as a world- 
wide authority, for 1000 years.” 


Belloc observes that practically all non-Catholic historians 
draw from one of two sources, either from those whose interest 
it was to justify the Protestant revolt, or from writers hostile to 
all religion, who see in the Reformation an argument against the 
divine character of the Christian Church. 


A Counter Religious System 


It should be clear to the reflecting person that only one who 
truly understands the Catholicism of fifteen centuries is com- 
petent to interpret it, and to properly appraise the Reformation, 
which, due to factors in no sense religious, gave the world a 
counter religious system. Many things which are so obvious to 
Catholics may seem to be absurd to those who do not under- 
stand their Church. Belloc, referring to this point, writes: 


“To a man acquainted with the Catholic Church and the 
society it produces, nothing is clearer than that the plays of 
Shakespeare were written by a man steeped in Catholic social 
tradition and for audiences in the same mood.” 

The average non-Catholic does not have a true grasp of that 


tradition, and could not easily get into the mood of those audiences, 
and hence would have reactions entirely different from theirs. 


An Explanation 


E PROBABLY owe to our readers an explanation for dedi-

To Justify A Political And National Movement 


Abuses Within The Church 


Belloc, who recognizes that there were abuses in both high 
and low places in the Church of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, offers convincing proofs that they were not the chief 
causes of the Reformation. He maintains that the chief causes 
were the weakness of the Papacy after its incumbents lived in 
France for seventy years, and were under the influence of French 
monarchs that long; its weakness because of the Great Schism, 
during which it had rival claimants; its weakness after the return 
of the Popes to Rome because they then acted as local civil rulers 
rather than as universal spiritual sovereigns, and let their rela- 
tives (nepotism) share in their splendor and luxury. 


The Papacy was weak; as also were the rulers of Germany 
and France and Spain, because the Moslem, just prior to Luther's 
revolt, was at the borders of Germany, after having conquered 
Syria, most of Asia Minor, Egypt, Africa, Turkey, and lower 
Spain. The Mohammedans invaded Hungary, and would have 
captured Vienna had a Polish king not stopped them. In Ger- 
many Charles V was much of a figurehead, since the heads of its 
numerous princedoms were, each in his own territory, very power. 
ful, and opposed to him. So also was Francis I of France. 


‘Black Death’ Weakened Church Too 


The Church ‘had also suffered greatly, as did the European 
States, by what is known as the Black Death, a plague which 
raged between 1348 and 1350, and counted as its victims more 
than a third and, according to many historians, as much as one- 
half of the entire population. It slayed not only the laity, but 
the clergy, Bishops and whole monastic communities, whose wealth 
greatly tempted the impoverished princes and nobles. The op- 
portunity for looting the possessions of the Church, more than 
any other factor, explains the success of the religious revolt, 
after a long struggle, in Germany, England, Scotland, Switzer- 
land, France, Holland—as the ablest historians testify. 


Luther visited Rome in the year 1510 or 1511 and gave no 
evidence upon his return either that he was shocked, or that he 
or anyone else must play the role of reformer, even though 
the state of morals among many churchmen Jeft much to be de- 
sired; but the criticized were not half as bad as those who took 
it upon themselves to reform them. 


Church’s Doctrine Same Now As Then 


There were abuses in the matter of Indulgences, but they 
were not doctrinal abuses. The Church’s doctrine was then pre- 
cisely what it had always been and what it is now. If people 
thought that money offered as an alms was actually a payment 
for the Indulgence, it was due to their lack of instruction. Some 
Bishops were against the particular Indulgence preached. For 
instance, the Cardinal Archbishop of Toledo forbade the promul- 
gation of it in Spain. | 


Belloe tells us that the nailing of his ninety-five theses to 
the door of the church of the Castle in Wittenberg by Luther was 
not a novel thing. The practice of exhibiting theses in public 
places for discussion by university students was common, 


When, a year later, Luther was summoned to Rome, he had 
not broken with the Church. He offered the excuse of poor health 
for not answering the Pope’s summons, and his excuse was ace 
cepted. 


Politicians Urged Luther To Revolt 


Luther was allowed to debate his theses with Cajatan in the 
Imperial Diet at Augsburg. But that Diet was not called chiefly 
for this debate. It was intended principally to impress on the 
Emperor and on the northern princes the necessity of combining 
in a Crusade against Mohammedanism which, within the space 
of seven years, was to gain so great a victory as to imperil all 
the west. Taxes were imposed on bishoprics, abbeys, and parishes 
for this crusade, and this impost, poorly presented, disposed the 
clergy as well as the laity to give “reformers” a hearing. 


Even two years after the Wittenburg episode Luther wrote a 
personal letter to the Holy See, expressing his loyalty and devo. 
tion, and professing his faith in Catholicism. If later he changed 
his whole frame of mind, it was due to the demand on the part 
of princes and lesser nobles, who wanted*more power for them:

Free First Time In 


46 Years, 


Thrive Amid Hardships 


Permitted To Teach Religious Classes 
As A Part Of Regular Curriculum 
Under New Rule Made By Gen. MacArthur

Tokyo, Jan. 21.—(Radio)—lIn the ruins of the Shirayuri 
‘White Lily’ School here, 500 girls sit in class all day in out- 
door garb. While the bitter air of the-Tokyo winter blows 
freely through gaping glassless windows, pupils and teachers 
endure the cold for the sake of education under Catholic 
auspices—now more valued tian ever before because freedom 


to teach religion prevails. 

Without heat in some places 
crowded into inadequate temporary 
quarters, in others actually exposed 
to the elements, Catholic schools in 
Japan this winter have an advant- 
age far outweighing the rea] phys- 
ical hardships as, for the first time 
in 46 years, they are permitted to 
give religious instruction within the 
regular curriculum. 


Following General. MacArthur’s 
directive of October 4 ordering re- 
moval of restrictions on political, 
civil and religious liberties, the 
Japanese Ministry of Education on. 
October 16 ordered local officials to 
permit private schools to teach 
religion freely. Since 1899 these 
schools had been allowed to. give 
religious instruction only after 
class hours and only to pupils ex- 
pressing a liking for it. 

Reports reaching the capital in- 
dicate the October order has been 
effectively carried out. Denomina- 
tional schools have reopened after 
the Christmas-New Year vacation 
with full religious liberty. The ab- 
olition of State Shinto and the 
Emperor’s New Year message dis- 
avowing the theory of his divine 
origin and status have added to 
the new sense of freedom in the 
religious schools. 


The majority of pupils in Cath- 
olic schools in Japan are non- 
Christian, and they represent some 
of the country’s leading families— 
facts which indicate the high es- 
teem the people hold for education 
in. a religious atmosphere, One 
sign reflecting changed conditions 
here is the frequent granting of 
parental permission, hitherto with- 
held, for children to be baptized. 

The. Shirayuri School, whose 
name means “White Lily,” is con- 
ducted by Japanese Sisters of St. 
Paul of Chartres. The sacrifices 
made by these nuns and their girl 
students are duplicated in other 
Catholic institutions conducted by 
the Jesuits, the Marianists, the 
Sacred Heart nuns, the Sisters of 
St. Maur, and other communities.

— A. high 
Nazi official demanded the hang- 
ing of Cardinal-Designate Count 
Clemens August von Galen, the 
bishop of Muenster, in, 1941, and 
Martin Bormann agreed a death 
sentence was “appropriate,” secret 
papers of the missing Hitler 
deputy disclose. 


The demands were made after 
the bishop in a bitter denounce- 
ment of Nazi mercy killings told 
German mothers their wounded 
sons returning from the battle- 
fields would be destroyed “like old 
horses gone lame, or old cows gone 
dry,” because they no longer: were 
productive. 


The bishop is one of three Ger- 
man prelates who will be elevated 
to cardinals in Rome next month. 


The documents, which are the 
property of the Catholic church, 
include letters and minutes of a 
conference between Bormann, 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels, and 
Walter: Tiessler, official in the Nazi 
propaganda setup who proposed 
the hanging. The papers arrived 
here too late for use in the war 
crimes trial, in which Bormann is 
being tried in absentia. 


“After a conference of minis- 
ters, Dr. Goebbels discussed with 
me the sermon of the bishop of 
Muenster,” said Tiessler’s account 
of the Aug. 13, 1941, meeting in 
Berlin. “He could not say what 
effective measures could be taken 
at that moment. 


“I explained to him that in my 
opinion there could be only one 
effective measure, namely, to han 
the bishop of Muenster and that 
already had informed Reichsleiter 
Bormann accordingly.” 


A second and more insistent plea 
by Tiessler for the prelate’s exe- 
cution brought this reply from 
Bormann: 


“A death sentence certainly 
would be nearepelane: Considering 
the state of the war, however, the 
fuehrer will hardly order such a 
measure.”

ness. 


A Heroic Virtue 


Meekness is not cowardice; 
rather it is heroism. Sometimes 
people mistake a meek person for 
a sparkless and speechless indi- 
vidual. They think that a meek 
person is a quiet, placid, sluggish

meekest of men—calm men, strong 
men—not doves but eagles; not 
timid hares but lions with eyes of 
fire, and all those mighty forces 
under magnificent control. hey 
were like mighty rivers that flow 
within their proper channels. The 
fires of hell perhaps burned in 
their breasts, but the light of 
heaven shone on their faces. 


Examples Of Meekness 


| The meekness of Christ has in- 
‘fluenced the lives of men and 
women. Many heroic incidents 
can be related of men who grasp- 
ed the meaning of the second beati- 
tude. We recall a certain orator 
who was never known to be in a 
passion. One day as he was de- 
bating with a fellow-student, the 
student lost his temper and in a 
fit of anger threw a glass of water 
in the orator’s face. The orator 


took out his handkerchief, wiped 
his face, and coolly said, “That, 
sir, was a digression—and now for 
the argument.” Such a remark of 
the orator was meekness; it was 
strength and not weakness. 


One day St. Francis Xavier was 
preaching a sermon. An_ infidel 
who did not like Christianity, spat 
upon the face of the preacher, but 
the saint kept on preaching as if 
nothing happened. Such an action 
of the saint was meekness; it was 
strength and not weakness. 

In life around us we find that 
strength is in the meek. The boy 
‘or girl who is meek has the spinal 
strength to say “no” when princi- 
ples are at stake. They never run 
off to the justice of the peace to 
get married. The good old Church, 
which was good enough for mil- 
lions of people for two thousand 
years, is good enough for them. 
Only the weak sister and the weak 
brother have no nerve to say “no” 
when it should be said. Many of 
our lukewarm Catholics would 
blush in shame if they knew the 
advantages and riches St. Agnes 
turned down, just because a prin- 
ciple was at stake. 

St. Agnes was only thirteen 
years of age when she suffered 
for Christ. Her youth and beauty 
attracted the son of a wealthy 
pagan, but. she refused to marry 


The pagan family offered her 
riches, and promised to deck her 
with the rarest gems, but she re- 
fused. At her refusal they cast 
her into prison, but she was so 
small and tender that there were 
no chains small enough for her. 
Then they ordered a soldier to kill 
her with a sword.

When God made us, He gave us a 
pair of ears with no bars or doors 
upon them to prevent us from sin- 
ning, because, as a rule, we seldom 
sin through the ears. When He 
made our eyes, He gave us a single 
pair of bars or doors called the 
eyelids to prevent us from looking 
on anything impure. But when He 
made our tongue, He gave us a 
double pair of bars or doors called 
the lips and the teeth to keep our | 
tongue a prisoner.

Bad Situations 


The Most Rev. John F. Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne 
and editor of Our Sunday Visitor, will give the last of his 
series of talks in O.S.V.’s “Spiritual Clinic” next Thursday, 
January 31.

Speaking last Thursday, Bishop 
Noll said in part: 

For the many to whom my ob- 
servations may equally apply, I 
should like to consider the contents 
of just two letters sent to me by 
my listeners. The first comes from 


ja young woman who calls herself 


“the world’s worst worrier.” She 
has sacrificed much in order to 
care for an aging father, whom 
she truly loves, but whose ideas 
and opinions and. tastes are so 
different from her own. 

The other comes from a younger 
lady,who does not know why she 
is so unhappy, because all in her 
home, she says, are exceedingly 
good to her, go out of their way 
to please her—so much so that 
they have spoiled her. 

It is understandable how the 
daughter who keeps house for an 
aged father, would want modern 
conveniences in her home, which, 
she says, hers lacks. It is under- 
standable that she would resent 
being under an early curfew regu- 
lation which would prevent her 
from attending a show or a party, 
or mix with friends socially. 


How To Act 
Around Dad 


But the best way to dispose 
Dad to modernize the equipment 
in his house, and to procure from 
him some of the social concessions 
you mention, is no. to demand them 
after first provoking him. The 
more suctessful way would be to 
approach him when he is in good 
humor, and then to ask whether he 
would not be willing to grant you 
ten minutes for a heart to heart 
conversation. In that interview he 
could be reminded that when he 
was a young married man, women 


did their own washing and cooking | 


and dressmaking with what are 
now old-fashioned tools; that 
labor-saving devices are in this 
day the possessions of very ordi- 
nary people; that when he was 
young there were no automobiles, 
no movies; that, therefore, enter- 
tainment and recreation among the 
unmarried always took place in 
the home; that in such matters as 
household duties and wholesome, 
innocent group recreation, one is 
justified in being up to date. 

You will never get any conces- 
sion from your father, or from any 
one else when you approach him 
in an angry mood, or when you 
first provoke him to anger. On 
principle he will say “NO,” just as 
you would if you were arguing 
with some one else who first made 
you angry. 

If, however, you should be un- 
able to induce your father to see 
eye to eye with,you, think of be- 
coming contented and happy by 
trying to make him happy. If he 
sees that you are bent on doing

that, he will reciprocate and try to 
make you happy. . 


We have real sympathy for the 
“world’s worst worrier,” because 
she ardently longs for advice and 
exhibits a readiness to accept and 
follow it, even if it will not great- 
ly relieve her lot. If she be the 
only one on whom her father, a 
widower, can depend to keep house 
for him, I surely cannot advise 
her to desert him. Yet she will be- 
come more and more discontented 
if she continues to nurse her dis- 
satisfaction. 


Religion A Cure 
For The ‘Blues’ 


But I prefer to generalize my 
advice and observations. It is quite 


common for the independent 
youths of our times to hold differ- 
ent ideas on religion, religious 


practice, on morals, on social! life, 
and on many other things than 
those entertained by their parents 
or grandparents. It does not mean, 
of course, that the opinions, often 
regarded as convictions, of present 
day youths are right and those of 
the older generation wrong. A di- 
vinely founded religion can’t be 
changed, nor can the moral law, 
rooted in nature and clearly ex- 
pressed in God’s Commandments, 
be altered. 


The general advice I should like 
to give to both correspondents, and 
to all others who have cultivated 
and nursed the blues, is that the 
individual is more responsible for 
his or her unhappiness than others 
are. By dwelling on a real or 
imaginary grievance today and to- 
morrow and the next day, one 
creates a state of mind in relation 
to the matter; and after having 
formed that state of mind it be- 
comes next to impossible for one 
to think except in line with that 
state of mind. 

One correspondent tells me that 
her father is good to her, but old- 


‘fashioned; the other tells me that 


cultivated. 


all her folks have been exceedingly 
kind to her, and have made great 
secrifices for her, but that, de- 
spite this, she exhibits. towards 
them a most unpleasant and un- 
grateful attitude. 

To her 1 should like to say: 
dispositions or habits are formed 
by nursing them, then they should 
actually be fought rather 
The way to fight an 
unpleasant disposition is to strive 
daily, for a period of a month or 
more, to acquire a disposition that 
is pleasant. It will do your own 
physical, mental and spiritual self, 
good, and will spread sunshine in- 
stead of gloom in your home and 
among others. 


What If The Case 
Were Reversed? 


If you were a school teacher 
with .an unpleasant disposition, 
how long do you think you could 
hold your position? If you were a 
nurse with an unpleasant disposi- 
tion, you would be a most un- 
welcome attendant either in a hos- 
pital or in a private home. If you

family. 

To return evil for evil is bad 
enough, and such conduct is se- 
verely denounced by St. Paul; but 
to return evil for good can merit 
nothing else than the same medi- 
cine...

By Public Apathy 


Deeper Interest In Basic 
Causes Of World Issues 
Seen Urgently Needed

Washington, Jan. 21 —(NC)— 
Thesapathetic attitude of the Am- 
erican public is believed by many 
observers here to be a prime hin- 
drance to vhis country’s exercise 
of its potential:y preponderant 
leadership for world organization 
and lasting peace, 


President Truman, in his recent 
adaptation of the “fireside chat” 
technique, plainly blamed the 
apathy of Congress for the failure 
to obtain legislation which he 
deems vital to the country’s broad 
post-war recovery. Observers take 
the view, however, that if it is true 
that Senators and Congressmen 
are apathetic, the blame rests pri- 
marily upon their constituents, the 
people who are responsible for the 
individual members. . 


Puzzlement has been expressed 
in Washington over the apparent 
indifference of the American peo- 
ple to the deliberations at the first 
meeting of the United Nations 
General Assenibly in London. At 
the same time; dispatches from 
the English capital told that the 
highest concern was being shown 
by the UNO. delegates as to how 
the United States would react to, 
and how far it would support, any 
proposal that was brought before 
the_meeting. 


The delegates, it was said, show- 
ed considerable anxiety over the 
mounting and broadening strikes 
in the United States just as the 
UNO meeting was commencing. 
They were disturbed, too, by the 
demonstrations among GI’s abroad 
to be brought home quickly, and 
they were wondering how the rapid 
contraction of the U. 8S. Army and 
Navy would affect this country’s 
ability to give teeth to rules adopt- 
ed for world collaboration. 

Observers in London were frank 
to admit that they sensed beneath 
this concern a virtually universal 
feeling that the United States is 
the real hope of ,world organiza- 
tion for peace—that it is the one 
country that has not only — the 
ideals to be aimed at but also the 
power and influence to give them 
actuality. 

People abroad, apparently, are 
much more conterned by signs of 
unrest in the United States than 
are the people at home. Strikes 
and lockouts seem to be regarded 
here merely as “growing pains” 
that necessarily follow a war. 
Many Students of such matters 
complain that the American public 
is inclined to be interested not in 
the basic issues involved in a la- 
bor-management dispute, but in the 
result of the dispute, and only 
then when it affects them directly 
~—-as, for instance, when they have 
to walk to work or get along on 
fewer steaks and chops. 

Scanning the headlines that ap- 
peared in one edition of a news- 
paper, one ‘gould not help seeing 
Stones telling of more than a mil- 
lion workers being “out” or 
threatening to ‘strike, paralyzing 
such basic industries as steel, com- 
munications and meat packing, of 
fantastic housing shortages, of 
Congressional inquiries to fix re- 
sponsibility for the Pearl Harbor 
disaster; of the top officers in our 
Army and Navy explaining to a 
Mass meeting of Congressmen the 
whys and wherefsres of this coun- 
try’s demobilization program, and 
similar matters of great national 
if the Aa 

e American people will not 
interest themselves in ascertain- 
ing the basic issues in such vital 
and personal matters, observers 
ask, how can they be expected to 
manifest that interest in internat- 
Jonal affairs which is proper to 
the leadership in «world aftairs that 
we can hardly escape’? 

If the American people, taking 
them as a whole, are not interest- 
ed in finding out the real reason

In The Netherlands 


Vatican . City, Jan. 21.—(Radio, 
NC)—His Holiness Pope Pius XII’s 
nomination of 32 new Cardinals 
from a score of countries has pro- 
duced a deeply gratifying response 
throughout the world, it is indi- 
eated by word coming to the Vati- 
ean from widespread sources. Par- 
ticularly notable are the reactions 
reported from China and Holland. 

Elevation of Bishop Thomas 
Tien, Vicar Apostolic of Tsingtao, 
to the Sacred College of Cardinals 
has been received with great satis- 
faction in China, reports indicate. 
The Chinese Foreign Minister tele- 
graphed Archbishop Mario Zanin, 
Apostolic Delegate to China, ask- 
ing the latter to convey to His 
Holiness an expression of his great 
satisfaction. The Chinese Minister 
to the Holy See, with members of 
the Chinese colony in Rome, asked 
for and received from the Holy 
Father a special audience, at which 
they manifested the gratitude of 
the Chinese people for this honor. 

It is not as yet known here when 
Cardinal-elect Tien will arrive in 
Rome. Archbishop James Charles 
McGuigan of Toronto, Canada, is 
expected to be the first of the 
newly-named Princes of the Church 
to arrive from ou:side the Eternal 
City. He is already enroute. Arch- 
bishop Manuel Arteaga y Betan- 
court of Havana is expected to be 
second, 

In the Netherlands, the nomi- 
nation to the Cardinalate of Arch- 
bishop Jon de Jong of Utrecht, who 
is considered a national hero in 
Holland, was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. 

Queen Wilhelmina telegraphed 
her congratulations to the new 
Prince of the Church, while the 
Prime Minister, accompanied by 
three Catholic members of the 
Cabinet, made a special visit to 
felicitate Cardinai-elect de Jong. In 
many cities of Holland, especially 
in Utrecht, national flags were 
‘flown for some days following the 
publication of the news.

The Rev. Dr. John Francis. Cronin, 
S.S., associate editor of The Priest, 
author, lecturer and professor of 
economics, has been appointed As- 
sistant Director of the Department 
of Social Action, National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, it has been an- 
nounced by Bishop Karl J. Alter of 
Toledo, Episcopal Chairman of the 
department.

Gravely Impaired 
By Public Apathy 
Deeper Interest In Basic 


Causes Of World Issues 
Seen Urgently Needed

Washington, Jan. 21 —(NC)— 
Thesapathetic attitude of the Am- 
erican public is believed by many 
observers here to be a prime hin- 
drance to vhis country’s exercise 
of its potential:y preponderant 
leadership for world organization 
and lasting peace, 


President Truman, in his recent 
adaptation of the “fireside chat” 
technique, plainly blamed _ the 
apathy of Congress for the failure 
to obtain legislation -which he 
deems vital to the country’s broad 
post-war recovery. Observers take 
the view, however, that if it is true 
that Senators and Congressmen 
are apathetic, the blame rests pri- 
marily upon their constituents, the 
people who are responsible for the 
individual members. . 


Puzzlement has been expressed 
in Washington over the apparent 
indifference of the American peo- 
ple to the deliberations at the first 
meeting of the United Nations 
General Assembly in London. At 
the same time, dispatches from 
the English capital told that the 
highest concern was being shown 
by the UNO. delegates as to how 
the United States would react to, 
and how far it would support, any 
proposal that was brought before 
the. meeting. 

The delegates, it was said, show- 
ed considerable anxiety over the 
mounting and broadening strikes 
in the United States just as the 
UNO meeting was commencing. 
They were disturbed, too, by the 
demonstrations among GI’s abroad 
to be brought home quickly, and 
they were wondering how the rapid 
contraction of the U. S. Army and 
Navy would affect this country’s 
ability to give teeth to rules adopt- 
ed for world collaboration. | 

Observers in London were frank 
to admit that they sensed beneath 
this concern a virtually universal 
feeling that the United States is 
the real hope of .world organiza- 
tion for peace—that it is the one 
country that has not only the 
ideals to be aimed at but also the 
power and influence to give them 
actuality. 

People abroad, apparently, are 
much more conterned by signs of 
unrest in the United States than 
are the people at home. Strikes 
and lockouts seem to be regarded 
iecre merely as “growing pains” 
that necessarily follow a war. 
Many students of such matters 
complain that the American public 
1s inclined to be interested not in 
the basic issues involved in a la- 
bor-management dispute, but in the 
result of the dispute, and only 
then when it affects them directly

He completed his studies 
at the Catholic University, where 
he was awarded a bachelor’s de- 
gree in 1927, a master’s degree in 
1928, a degree in Sacred Theology 
in 1982 and a doctorate in philo- 
sophy in 1935. He was ordained on 
May 21, 1932. 

Recently Father Cronin publish- 
ed his second major work in eco- 
omics, “Economic Analysis and 
Problems,” a study of the current 
economic scene and an analysis of 
Catholic social principles in re- 
lation to present problems. Father 
Cronin’s earlier book, “Economics 
and Society,” has been used widely 
in Catholic universities and col- 
leges. 


In 1944 Father Cronin was 
awarded a $1,000 prize in a nation- 
wide essay contest for his contri- 
bution of a plan dealing with post- 
war employment. He has delivered 
series of addresses for the Catholic 


Hour radio program regularly 
during the past five years. As a 
result of his defense of labor 


during his talks in 1941, the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Boston 
Chapter of the American News- 
paper Guild adopted a _ resolution 
commending him for his courage 
and forthrightness.

“Prav- 
da deceives,” retorts Osservatore. 
“The Christmas address is known 
by all. All have seen in it general 
rules for a peaceful, Christian, in- 
ternational order, and not a mere 
partisan maneuver. The _ Pope 
speaks frankly of Marxism, though 
not in the letter to Cardinal-desig- 
nate Spellman (such a letter has 
not been written), but whenever he 
deems it necessary to denounce its 
materialism and its hatred of Ca- 
tholicism. And that such hatred 
exists is evidenced by the attack 
in Pravda...” 

Pravda charges that the Holy Fa- 
ther desires indulgence for war 
criminals and that he condones the 
charges brought at the Nuremburg 
war crime trials. “Pravda lies,” 
states Osservatore in rebuttal. “The 
Holy Father’s Christmas message 
speaks textually of ‘the just pun- 
ishment of criminals because of 
their misdeeds.’ The Pope asked 
that war prisoners be treated as 
men and human beings, even 
though they are conquered. Thus, 
the Pope asked that all prisoners, 
including political prisoners, be re- 
turned to their countries and their 
families as on as possible. He ex- 
plained that the mere fact of a per- 
son’s being a prisoner of war or a 
political prisoner does not mean 
that he is a criminal. Precisely for 
this reason, the Pope actually did 
not speak of those who are on trial 
in Nuremberg.” 


Pravda asserts that the Pope in 
his 1944 Christmas allocution failed 
to defend those who had suffered 
under Fascism, but that he attacked 
popular democracy. “In his 1944 


Christmas message,” Osservatore 
counters, “the Pope illustrated 
democratic principles which ex- 


clude the possibility of citizens be- 
ing oppressed and hounded by 
secret police. He did not make 
popular democracy an object of his 
attack but rather those who de- 
iy to substitute ‘mass’ for ‘peo- 
Dp e’? 


Pravda says that the Vatican 
eooperated with fascism as far 
back as the Lateran Treaty. “Prav- 
da equivocates,” is Osservatore’s 
blunt answer. “The pre-war period 
carries us back to the Lateran 
Treaty, through which the Vatican 
safeguarded the religious rights 
and freedoms of ttalians. If, by

Problem Of Relationships 


Between Jews And 


Studied In CAIP Pamphlet 


Catholics 


Washington, Jan. 21.—(NC)—JIn order to be truly free 
from anti-Semitic prejudice it is not enough to admit that 
“some of my best friends are Jews,” writes the Rev. Greg- 
ory Feige in a pamphlet “Catholics and Jews—A Study in 
Human Relations,” which has just«been. published by the 
Catholic Association for International Peace as a report of | 
its sub-committee on religion and 


culture. 


In this pamphlet of 104 pages the 
author presents a study of anti- 
Semitism, in the light of Christian 
teaching and democratic traditions, 
both as a world and an American 
problem: Anti-Semitism, he writes, 
uses some particular cases of 
wrong-doing by Jews to draw a 
general conclusion. “‘Because some 
Jews have been found to be guilty 
it is then falsely stated that all 
Jews are like that,” the author 
writes. 


“This trick of forming a collec- 
tive judgment from individual in- 
stances should have a familiar ring 
to Catholics,” Father Feige de- 
elares. “It is an echo of similar 
tactics used against them when- 
ever an erring member of their own 
faith was discovered by anti-Cath- 
olics.” 

“The loss in the consciousness of 
the average Catholic of our own 
religious bond with the people of 
Israel” is “significant,” the author 
declares. Consideration of the Jew- 
ish question as merely an economic, 
racial, social or political problem, 
he asserts, can never be “the full 
and true view of Catholics.” 

“The Jew,” he adds, “is tied to 
us primarily by the ties of a re- 
ligious relationship which puts him 
in close spiritual contact with us 
. . . The Catholic has ceased to be a 
true disciple of his Divine Master 
when he no longer looks upon the 
Jews with the eyes of faith.” 

“The Catholic, above all others,” 
he explains, “should never see in 
the Jew merely the representative 
of another race. In doing this he 
shows that he has lost contact with 
the sentiments of the Church, 
which has always put first the fun- 


we shall defend it. We shall de-

“For, outside of Trotsky,” he 
adds, “neither did the Jews play 
any predominant part in the found- 
ing of the communist regime in 
Russia, nor are there any Jews in 
commanding positions there today.”

The author adds, however, that 
“it would indeed be a great contri- 
bution to solidarity and friendship 
between the two religious groups 
(Catholies and Jews) in the United 
States, if Jewish leaders would 
make a publie and forthright dec- 
laration advocating full and unre- 
stricted freedom of worship in So- 
viet Russia, and more especially in 
those regions of Eastern Europe 
which are now under Russian con- 
tro) and influence.”
